THE HIST I 'EBER 
I 
NDIVIDUALITY has always been one of the inspiring things of human 
existence. It is forever shaping and re-shaping the world. 
Tile basis oi individuality being originality, naturally those pos­ 
sessing it have always been confined to that elastic group who have, for 
a time at least—and most in their owm time—been grossly and cruelly 
misunderstood. 
These original folks have been the disturbers of the world. Never 
content to let things be as they are, or as they are found, or as somebody 
else has pluced them. 
I recently read a book by George Gissing—his ‘ New Grubb Street.’’ 
Atter 35 years it is now re-published and is having a wide and apprecia­ 
tive reading. But during the life of this writer, only the elect and ap­ 
preciative cared anything about his books, He literally starved to death 
—In body and in soul—and died at the age of 46. still a young man. 
But I found his book intensely interesting in style and arrangement, full 
of heart and understanding. He refused to write to please the mob. He 
was too honest and individual. 
Iii every department of life we are confronted with the individualists 
and disturbers—in art. science, literature, religion, business and politics 
But in nearly every case you know* that you are contemporary with a 
leader, a trail blazer, a courageous knight who is sure to leave to pos­ 
terity something rich and corrective. 
Few of us are original in any sense of the world. Most of us are 
mere imitators, and poor ones at that. We are afraid of our own 
thoughts, lest they disturb or annoy. 
To me the two most original and fearless thinkers of modern times 
are Samuel Butler and George Bernard Shaw. Butler died some thirty 
years ago and Shaw honestly acknowledges that Butler was his mentor. 
Big thinkers, with an extraordinary sense of humor and a disdain for 
the foolish and hypocritical. Disturbers, but wholesome pioneers. 
It actually takes courage to live as you feel you should and to think 
ex your intelligence suggests. And when you do, people think you queer 
and unorthodox!
